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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Objections 

1 . Claiml 2 is objected to because of the following informalities: line 1 has "claim 
14" it should be "claim 12". Correction is required. 



Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a) because they fail to show 
legends on FIG. 1 as described in the specification. Any structural detail that is 
essential for a proper understanding of the disclosed invention should be shown in the 
drawing. MPEP § 608.02(d). Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 
1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as 
"amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be 
removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several 
views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary 
to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after 
the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either 
"Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are 
not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required 
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corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held 
in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 1 and 11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because the 
specification, while being enabling does not reasonably provide enablement for the 
claimed limitation. The specification does not enable any person skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to the invention 
commensurate in scope with these claims. Claims 1 and 11 have single means to 
describe the invention (MPEP 2164.08(a)). 

5. Claims 2-10 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because 
they dependent of rejected claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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7. Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Alperovich et al. (US 5,987,318). 

Regarding claims 1 and 1 1 , Alperovich discloses a call conference within a 
home zone (column 1, lines 6-9) for implementing a wireless conferencing solution 
whereby said conference may be set up through an Unstructured Supplementary 
Services Data based conference scheduling mechanism whereby the conference 
organizer or master enters a USSD short code command with the required setup 
information and upon successful conference call scheduling, the organizer receives the 
conference call information in an USSD text response (column 7, line 37 to column 8, 
line 2) 

Regarding claims 2-10 and 12, Alperovich discloses a system, which exists as 
part of a computer program product, comprising: a) a computer readable memory 
medium (column 4, lines 11-27); and 

b) a computer program including the logic required to the steps, methods and 
rules as such (column 4, lines 28-41).
